Sierra Madrean Appointed 
By President of Services 


A planning program for the residential use of the 
Anoakia property at Baldwin Avenue and Foothill Boule¬ 
vard in tne west Arcadia area has been initiated to re¬ 
vitalize the u.se of this his¬ 
toric site. The property was 
acquired by its present ow’n 
er in t.he early 1940’s foL 
lowing the death in 1939 of 
the original owmer, Anita 
Baldwin, daughter of 
“Lucky” Baldwin. It became 
a school in 1941 with the 
move to the Anoakia loca¬ 
tion of the Flintridgo School 
for Girls. Initially a girls’ 
hoarding and day .school, 

Anoakia, thrmigih progres¬ 
sive flhange.s, has cojitinue-d 
to the present time, and is 
now, a day school for boys 
and girls at the pre-school 
and primary level. 

Anoakia is in an unin- 
corporatc'd area of Los An¬ 
geles Cffjnty' and the pre¬ 
liminary plans for the pro¬ 
ject have been filed with 
ihe County for assignment 
of the appropriate General 
Plan category and zoning. 

Nevertheless, negotiati o n s 
have started between the 
owner and the City of Ar¬ 
cadia for annexation, since 
the- property is within its 
.sphere of influence, and the 
city actually surrounds most 
of tba prosmrty e r 

with some contiguous homes 
which are also in County 
territory. A letter has also 
been filed with the City of 
Arcadia r<*qrie3fing an ap¬ 
propriate General Plan catc- 
g.>ry when the Jurisdiction 
of the city has been estab¬ 
lished through the c«m- 
pletcxl annexation proce¬ 
dure. 

'Tire Anoakia plan is de¬ 
signed to provide a com¬ 
plete, high quality residen¬ 
tial community with empha¬ 
sis on comfortable, gracious 
living. The area of approxi- 
atel.v 20 aerre.s within the 
lorimeter of the four Ixcjn- 
da.ry walls will be imprewed 
as a low density residential 
community in a garden set¬

per cent in .green areas and 
land.scaping. The original 
home built by Anita Bald¬ 
win in 1912 will be the cen¬ 
tral fcx'iis for a. private ten¬ 
nis-social club with many 
features fer family rocnea- 
tional activities and other 
amenitic.s. Tlie .school will 
contimie a.s a da.v -school for 
bovs and girls in the pre- 
.school and primary grades.

Q. — I read in the pn,p(?r 
about the large purchases 
and sales of stock that in¬ 
stitutions make. Do these 
institutions get better prices 
than I .get when I make a 
purcha.se or sale? 

A. — Sometimes they do 
and sometimes they don’t. 
It depends upon where the 
instifiU'tion transacts its busi- 


are retiring and are selling 
our large home and expect 
to have $15,000 to Invest 
after we buy a smaller 
house, lunle.ss we have to 
spend money to repairs to 
the house we buy. We don’t 
have a. bank account. Would 
you send !U« a copy of “Bet¬ 
ter Investing Magazine” so 
we can get some ideas of 
what to inve.st in? 

A. — I’ll be glad to send 
you a copy of the maga¬ 
zine, but I don’t think most 
of the investment Ideas in 
the magazine are ,appropri- 
ato to your needs. From the 
additional information in 
your letter, it is clear you 
liave never invested before, 
and that the money is your 
reserve for the future. As I 
see it, your problem is to 
make siv<re you get some in¬ 
come on that money and 
that the principal is pretty 
secure. A bank de;posit or 
some good solid’ bonds sound 
more like what you. need. 

Before you invest. I’d go to 
the manager of a bank 
where you cash c'h.ecks fyou 
said you had no account) or 
a broker and expla.in your 
needs and got his advice be¬ 
fore you invest. There’s nu 
need to n’-J^h. 

Q. — We ’bought .50 shares 
of Coleman Compa.ny stock 
at $37 a share a few years 
ago. Since that time the 
price of the stock is down 
to $6, the earnings are ci'own, 
a.nd’ the dividend is down. 

Do you think there is any 
hope for this stock? 

A. — When we buy a 
stock at a highly inflated 
price and then see the price 
tumble vei-j’ sharply, it’s 
easy to blame the company, 
when often it’s our own 
greed or lack of experience 
that lead i is to buy the .stock 
in the first place. Coleman 
seems to have been a well- 
run company for m a n y 
years. In the stock craze of 
the 196n-71 ix'i’iod, there was 
a fad for stc-cks in *he re¬ 
creation industry, and .since 
its main busine.'-'s is in that 
area, this comnany’s stock 
was highly promoted by ad’- 
vi.sory .seiTiccs and brokers. 

Instead of selling at its cus¬ 
tomary’ 10-14 times earning.-;, 
it sold as high as 35 to 40 
times earnings. That ap- 
pear.s to be wdiere you 
bought the stock. Whenever block 
you pay that high a price 
for a stock, you should make 
.^-i.irc you understand' it very 
well, becau.se there is n good 
ehanc you are subjecting 
yourselt to ccnsiderable risk 
on the downside. 

As 1 see the tipures, sales 
and earnings co,ntinueci to 
■advance through 1973. Tne 
figures I have show that 
dividends are up and not 
down as you stated. It 
wasn’t until the fuel crunch 
of 1973-74 put a crimp in the 
recreational vehicle busine.ss 
that the company .suffered 
a decline in sales and earn¬ 
ings. In view of the com¬ 
pany’s past record of con¬ 
ducting a successful busi¬ 
ness, I would suspect it will 
.survive the present difficul¬ 
ties. 'The present price seems 
to ropre.scnt a good value 
and offers reasonable provS- 
liect-s, hut I EiUspect it will 
be a lG,ng time before it re¬ 
turns to the price you paid. 

Q. — I bought 444 share.s 
of a stock several years ago, 
and’ recently the crompany 
adVi.sed me to .send in my 
stock and I wculd receive 
a. new certificate for 44 
shares. How can they do that 
to me? 

A. — You have had the 
experience of wihat is known 
as a. reverse stock .split. In 
this case you received one 
.sli.are for each ten that you 
held. The company you 
owned ’did not do w'ell and 
had is.suod a great many 
shares at a low price. The 
several million .share.s that 
it had orjtstanding were too 
for the busine.ss the 


uess. If the institu t i o n 
makes its purchase or sale 
through the New’ York StcKk 
Exchange, then individuals 
like you and I, who have 
orders in for the stock at the 
same time the institution 
trades, will get the same 
price. The reason for this is 
that the Exchange has rules 
which require that the pub¬ 
lic’s orders bo treated equal¬ 
ly, and’ w’‘hen a la.rgo order 
is exea".<ted, all of the orders 
of individuals that are on 
record a" that time must be 
given first preference and 
become in effect a. part '>f 
the larger order. 

For instance, if you placed 
an order with your broker 
to buy 100 shares of AT&T 
at $.50 and an institution 
comes along a,nd sells 10,000 
shares and to do so has to 
sell it at $49, your order 
will also be c-xeouted at $49 
because it is in effect at 
that time. However, if the 
in.stitution transacts its or¬ 
der in the third market or 
in some other way, the pub¬ 
lic does inot get to partici¬ 
pate in the lower prieg. 

Our government seems to 
be in the process of bring¬ 
ing about some extensive 
changes in the securities Ln- 
dustry, and one of these 
changes is called a Central 
Market where all orders ex¬ 
ecuted in a security will be 
displayed on a tape similar 
to the one on w’hlch trans¬ 
actions on the New York 
and American Elxchangcs 
are now shmvn. The Na¬ 
tional Association of Invest¬ 
ment Clubs feels it is vital 
that as a part of the.se 
cha.nges the same price pro¬ 
tection that an Individual’s 
order receives on the Ex¬ 
change be extended through 
the whole system. If you as 
an individi'.jal feel this way, 
you .should make this known 
without delay to your So,na- 
tors and Representatives. 
Mostly they hear from in- 
vstitutions who would jiust as 
soon not let individuals 
benefit from such an ar¬ 
rangement.

A Farm Farce 

Back in Washington, D.C. the Congress has cooked 
up a farm subsidy plan that is about as illogical as 
anything that mighty body has concoted in some time. 

The idea behind this “emergency” farm bill is to 
set target prices for specified commodities. Anytime the 
market price would go ix'low the target the taxpayers 
would cough up a check for the difference. Then the 
pi'oposal would increase pi-ice supports for milk. Finally 
it would increase the size of the loans the federal govern¬ 
ment could make to wheat, corn and cotton growers. 

It is all pretty nice stuff and farmers are nice people. 
The people who are buying products at the grocery stores 
of the nation are nice people, too, and until and unless 
the government is going to guarantee everyone a profit, 
no matter what the cost of living, it makes darn little 
sense to do so for farmers any more than for news¬ 
papermen. 

The fact of the matter is that there is no way govern¬ 
ment can guarantee profits for all except by taking the 
money out of the pockets of all. The counrty doesn’t 
need another farm farce. 

A National Disgrace 

The naysayers have won the day. 

Vietnam, nay. Cambodia, nay. The blood bath is on. 
The wretched tide of hopeless refugees strings across 
southeast Asia. 

The United States of America won’t help with bullets 
and guns. Fo<xl is okay, but it can't be delivered to the 
hungry and destitute. 

The U.S. guarantet' of the Paris accords has to go 
down in history with the holliw ring of other master 
sellouts. 

Half a glolx' away from beset southeast Asia Henry 
KLssinger, before throwing in the sponge, was asked by 
Israeli and Arab alike what any U.S. guarantee of a 
mideast settlement meant. If the man had an answer it 
was rhetoric as iioth he and the questioners knew'. 

Such are a few of the things concerning national 
honor. 

So far as is known there hasn’t been a march against 
North Vietiiiim, the V'iet Cong, or the manufacturers and 
suppliers of the weapons of death which have killed, 
maimexi and made homeless the innocent victims of war. 
The weaixms wimen’t madt' here. 

A Poor Plan 

ITie intelliH’tual capacity of some of the ding-a-lings 
out to riglit the ills of the world through terror ami 
desrtuction hovers smack over the zero mark. California 
had a goo<I example of this type of irrational thinking 
with the recent attempted bombing of PG&E transmis¬ 
sion towers. 

After the bombs went off a group calling it.seif the 
New World Lllxuation Front said it was responsible for 
tiombing the transmission towers. Calling the company 
a "parasite” on the i)oor the Front issmxi a seritns of 
demands on PG&E to be acknowledged in 48 hours. 

So what about the poor? The Front has cost the 
\ytyor, the rich and the middle class more money. In the 
first place the transrrfission towers will have to be re- 
l>aired. Phat c-osts money. It costs money for steel, for 
IK-ople’s time — all of the things necessary’ to go about 
fixing fK>rfeetly goo<l towers that were not in need of 
ri'pair. The money comes f.rom the ratepayers. That in 
eludes jx>or iKX>ple. It is a poor plan that blows up 
facilities serving jx^ople under the claim of helping the 
l)oor when all it does is c-ost everyone more — ncvdlessly. 


Cancer Payoff 


Just as was the case when government and the science 
(•ommunity ganged up on poliomyelitis to virutally elimi¬ 
nate that onee dread disease, medical researchers say that 
the nearly $700 mlilion a year U.S. cancer campaign should 
pay off significantly in the ne.xt few years. 

While cautioning that advances in cancer research 
do not yet promise to wi|>t' out the disease, Dr. Frank 
J. IhuLscher, Jr.. National Cancer Institute director, told 
a California seminar that progress in prevention, detec¬ 
tion and treatment will have a major impact by 1978. The 
1978 date results from the fact that the program wasn’t 
funded in a major way until 1973 and physicians don't 
c 9 nsider a cancer patient cunxl until he has survived 
five years. 

To critics of the government’s massive cancer pro¬ 
gram Dr. Rauscher iwintwl out that 25 years ago only- 
one in four canevr patients survivixi, that tcxlay it’s one 
in thr(H> and it c-ould soon l)e one in two. 

The scourge of cancer then may well be on its way 
out. If this proves to be the case America's unique ability 
to mai'shal its ttx'hnological forces for the Ix'tterment 
of mankind will have been demonslrattxl onct' again. 


Sweet Sell 


Most every tyke old enough to trot down to the store 
knows that the candy bars are getting smaller and 
smaller but not the price. 

Most every .adult knows candy bars used to lx* 
several sizes larger and a lot cheaper. 

Candy manufacturers facxxl with over increasing costs 
like everyone else, long ago adopted the strategy of 
reducing the size of the candy biir instead of increasing 
its priiv. Then it was reduce the size and increase the 
price. All in all it wasn’t a very good circle to be in. 

Now the candy makers are seeking a little help from 
the federal government to make the ever decreasing size 
of their snacks more palatable. The request is to be 
exemjjted from the law requiring the not contents of the 
package to be on the lalx'l for bars and pieces of two 
ounces or less. It’s a sweet idea but it’s doubtful that it 
sells anyone. 

The trial balloon lofted that California’s former Gov¬ 
ernor Ronald Reagan will join the Ford cabinet when 
he understands the President it not going to step aside 
has quite a few administration loyalists chuckling. Reagan, 
who has been slumping the country giving the President 
a bad time would bt^ about as welcome an addition, it is 
observtxl, as Robert Strauss, Democratic National Chairman. 

The for real jockeying over the final form and sub¬ 
stance of a colkxitivo bargaining bill for public employees 
is well undei-way. Capitol observers are giving a re-- 
vised bill a solid chance for passage in view of the 
strong supix)rt such legislation is receiving from Gover¬ 
nor Edmund G. Brown, Jr.

If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your Idds 'when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they inow a lot moxe than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert,'but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few fact,s 
to talk from; 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even 'with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is mt a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence”

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if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD; 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond Iris physical endurance and leave him 
totally depicted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body (Jevelops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates arc a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).
